“It 
was very comfortable and safe living 100 feet 
beneath the earth. All around us were concrete 
walls, 20 feet thick. Gunners, going to and 
from their posts, rode bicycles. 

“Dispatch riders sometimes rode as far as 
30 miles without ever seeing the light of day. 
The depth of the defenses, the vastness of them, 
the safety of them, made every one grow fat in 
mind and body. ‘No one can touch us here,’ 
we felt. 

“For eight months we waited while the mind 
and morale went to pieces wondering what the 
Germans were thinking; wondering when the 
the fighting would begin. 

“But, it was so safe there, sleeping, eating, 
living 100 feet below the earth with walls of 
thick concrete and steel about us; the hundreds 
of huge guns waiting to shoot.”

Reasonable Rents 

It has been predicted that the coming of 
the new bomber plant to Cobb county will 
practically eliminate unemployment in the At- 
lanta area. There is, however, danger that it 
may create another undesirable condition, that 
of unwarranted increases in rents for houses 
or apartments. There will, undoubtedly, be a 
greatly increased demand for housing, especial- 
ly within the area adjacent to the new plant. 

In this respect it is well to remember that 
the government can, under provisions of the 
recently enacted price control law, set a maxi- 
mum for rents and compel all landlords to 
comply with that order. 

The bill provides that the administrator 
may issue a declaration setting forth the ne- 
cessity for, and recommendations with refer- 
‘ence to, the stabilization or reduction of rents 
for any defense area. If, after sixty days fol- 
lowing such declaration, rents have not been 
Satisfactorily stabilized or reduced by state or 
local regulation, the administrator may then 
establish such maximum rents for the com- 
munity as in his judgment are fair and will 
effectuate the purposes of the act. 

In establishing such maximums, the ad- 
ministrator shall take into consideration the 
rents received for the same property on or 
about April 1, 1941, as well as changes in prop- 
erty tax rates and other costs. 

Attention is drawn to this provision of the 
law at this time in order that authorities of 
Atlanta, Fulton and Cobb counties may fore- 
stall any need here for rent maximums, by see- 
ing they do not mount to exorbitant heights. 
To do this, local government authorities should,

Trees are 
invaluable from many standpoints. It is good 
to know progress in replanting is being made, 
that some of the mistakes of the past are being 
eradicated and corrected. The planters of 
Georgia merit. commendation for their part in 
this effort. That they topped the country 
should be a source of pride.

for Courage 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


It takes no courage to hunt tigers from the back of an elee 
phant, for you know you are safe. A little child plays with @ 
rattlesnake—not. hecause it is brave; but only because it isn't 
conscious of danger. 

A brave man is one who knows he faces dreadful peril and goes 
ahead in spite of it, That takes guts. 

British soldiers are the bravest in the world—except, of course, 
Americans and Canadians and Australians and New Zealanders, 
other chips of the same block. 

Nurtured in freedom, independent and self-reliant from child- 
hood, these men depend on their own internal resources. They 
don’t feel lost without a leader. In fact, they watch their leader 
critically and itch to show him how when he blunders. 

Is it racial prejudice that makes our men seem braver than the 
Japs and the Germans? No; they have furnished evidence to 
prove it, 

Since history began, generals have used various means, in- 
cluding oratory, to give their men artificial courage. The Nazis 
and Japs have developed more scientific methods, but they also 
use plain lying. 

And, of course, the use of any artificial method to overcome 
fear is a confession that soldiers haven’t enough courage to face 
the truth. 

Jap prisoners, voluntarily submitting to interviews, say: “We 
were told by our officers that no American troops were in the 
Philippines.” Why were they told that? Obviously because they 
feared American soldiers. They would fight better if they thought 
only native troops opposed them. Their courage was not real, for 
deception had made them feel safe. . 

So Nazi boys on the Bismarck—incltding 500 naval cadets— 
were tricked into feeling safe. They were told that Germans were 
unbeatable and their ship unsinkable. Their old-school captain 
remained cool and brave, but their Nazi admiral cracked when he 
found himself hunted and told the boys they must go down fight- 
ing. That broke them. They mutinied and rioted, their morale 
utterly gone. 

That is our assurance of victory. Our American boys, with 
built-in courage, stand fast when the going is tough, as they did 
at Wake. Those supported by lies have nothing left to lean on 
when they learn the truth.

In 
some cases. especially where the 
edges of the eyelids are inflamed 
and tend to stick, it is more effec- 
tive to apply 2 per cent ointment 
of quinine bisulfate—say about 10 
grains of quinine bisulfate in one 
ounce of simple ointment base. 
This may be gently smeared upon 
the edges of the eyelids night and 
morning.

WASHINGTON, Friday—Last night, in New York City, I went 
to a movie, which I enjoyed very much, and then took the night 
train back here. This morning I have. attended a final staff con- 
ference with Dean James Landis, and held my 
own final staff conference, It ly certainly a 
grand feeling to work with people and, when 
you leave, to feel a real warmth of feeling and 
a sense of regret on their part as well as your 
own, 

I am going back for a conference with Mr. 
Paul Kellogg, of our advisory committee, this 
afternoon, and shall then leave my desk in the 
Office of Civilian Defense for good. 

Tonight I am having a party for all those 
who work in the Office of Civilian Defense 
and who care to come, as we have been doing 

i PON " every month since I went into the office. Mrs. 
Henry Morgenthau Jr., will receive with me, so it will be a chance 
for both of us to say a last good-bye to everyone. I could never 
have organized myself so successfully out of a job without the 
help of Mrs. Morgenthau, Justice Polier and Mrs, Lindley; all of 
whom have left, or are now leaving also. 

This will be the end of all official connections with the Office 
of Civilian Defense, but I feel sure that 1 shall not lose personal 
touch with a great many people 1 have come to know through the 
last five months.

Mrs. Roosevelt 
Quit OCD To 


Spare Criticism 


Defends Chaney, Doug- 
las; Grateful to Them, 
She Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 22.—(#”)— 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt said 
tonight she had resigned the Of- 
fice of Civilian Defense to spare 
a program from criticism. arising 
from a renewal of “the age-old 
fight for the _ privileged few 
against the good of the many.” 


Asserting in her weekly spon- 
sored broadcast that she believed 
better nutrition, housing, medical 
care, education and recreation for 
every age were needed to with- 
stand the stress and strain of war- 
time living, Mrs. Roosevelt said: 


“I am resigning because I do 
not want to bring on a good pro- 
gram, and on good and valued 
public servants, the attacks and 
criticisms which are bound to be 
made on some of us in this fight, 
but if there has to be a fight, I 
am glad I am enlisted as a com- 
mon soldier with the many.” 

Defends Miss Chaney. 

“Perhaps we must all stand up 
now and be counted in this fight,” 
she said. “The virtuous Westbrook 
Peglers on the one side, the Boon- 
dogglers, so-called, on the other, 
but I think if the people of this 
country can be reached with the 
truth, their judgment will be in 
favor of the many as against the 
privileged few.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt said she suggest- 
ed Miss Mayris Chaney, a dancer 
who resigned her OCD position in 
the wake of criticism, “because I 
thought she was qualified to do 
the work on a program which she 
herself had worked out and 
thought might be of value. The 
fact that she is a friend of mine 
had no bearing on the decision.” 

Grateful to Businessmen, 

Apparently referring to charges 
of Communism raised against 
Movie .Actor Melvyn Douglas, 
when his OCD appointment be- 
came known, Mrs. Roosevelt said 
“because people have fought and 
stood for liberal causes, they need 
not be branded as Communists in 
this country, which gives us free- 
dom to be Republicans, or Demo- 
crats, Reactionaries or Liberals. 

She said “it is apparently all 
right for businessmen to come to 
Washington to give their services 
on an expense basis, but not for 
an actor. We should be grateful 
to these businessmen, and we 
should be equally grateful to men 
like Mr. Melvyn Douglas.”

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Atlanta Listed in Eastern Belt 
Most Vulnerable To Air Raids 


A belt 300 miles wide and ex- 
tending westward from the coast 
to Buffalo, N. Y., on the north, 
and Atlanta on the south, has been 


marked off as likely to be bombed 
by enemy air raiders, Civilian De- 
fense and Army officials have 
said, according to an article by 
C, Lester Walker appearing in the 
March issue of Harper's Maga- 
zine. 

Another belt of similar width 
along the Pacific coast has also 
been marked off where air raids 
are expected, the article said. 

The raids, Walker’s article said, 
will most likely come as “a rain 
of fire,” and cities as far inland 
as Detroit, Minneapolis, Chicago, 
Cleveland, Moline or Venver are 
also vulnerable, he said. 

“In these far inland cities,” he 
said, “enemy raiders could reach 
them at night, drop their load of 
fire, then bail out of their planes, 


surrender to military authorities 
and become prisoners of war. 
They have done their work and 
fires are raging throughout the 
city, for statistics show that of 
every 1,000 incendiary bombs 
ep + pe 133 will hit buildings and 

75 will start what military authori. 
ties term working fires. 

“No American city is equipped 
to handle this many fires. Only 
New York could handle as many 
as 50 fires at one time. 

“There is a big job ahead of us 
on the fire front and we had bet- 
ter take a steady look at it. Lon- 
don increased its fire fighting per- 
sonnel tenfold, its firefighting ap- 
paratus 36 fold. That gives an 
idea of what should be done here.” 

The article gives a vivid de- 
scription. of the London fires and 
the amount of damage the incen- 
diary bombs have done there and 
the amount of damage they can 
do here.
